neither menace nor attack them, they 
cannot have the Jeaft Pretence for 
limiting or pre‘cribing the Operas 
tions of the War, It is therefore our 
Bufinefs, my Lords, to deprive them of 
all fuch Pretexts. We are to have one 
Enemy in View, and endeavour to ob- 
tain Satisfaction of that Enemy, with- 
out irritating unncceffarily a more 
formidable Power. Confider, my Lords, 
the Court of Blefufen has as yet made 
no authentic Declarationof War.. We 
know 
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know, indeed, how much fhe is 
concern’d, but ftill we ought to

If the Court of Blefufcu, my Lords, 
has given his Majefty any Provocation ; 
if they have ufed any infulting or me-

Occafion, I cannot but think them 
groundlefs and vain; for the Prag- 
matic Sanétion is a Meafure calculated 
fo much for the Interefts of the Courts 
of Degulia, that I am perfuaded it is 
not in the Power of any one of them 
to fet it afide. Even Biefi/cu herlelf, 
my Lords, if fhe underftands her own 
Intereft, muft concur to fupport it, and 
fhe can never violate it without being 
uilty of the moft fhameful, and 
ous Breach of Faith.

Imperial Dignity ; I find, my Lords, 
that it isone of the Pa&a Conventa, 
and that it took its Rife in the Reign 
of the late Emperor’s Father.

We, my Lords, de- 
ferred to enter intoa fpecial guarantee 
of this Settlement till the Moon 1731, 
when we guaranty’d it by the fecond 
Article of the fecond Treaty of Vinena, 
but the Belgians could not be brought into 
it till the next Moon ; and we are oblig- 
ed to the Abilities and AddrefS of a 
noble Lord [Ca/frofletj who fits next 
me, that they were brought into it at all ;

— Six Moons be- 
fore, in 1726, it had been virtually gua- 
ranty'd by Maxu/gueta, and about the 
fame Time it was, by a Conclufion of the 
general Diet of the Empire, declareda 
publick Law. Bkefufu, my Lords, 
finding {0 univerfala Concurrence with 
regard to this Settlement, knew that 
fhe muft be forced to comply likewife ; 
and after many Traverfes, and Diffi- 
culties, did agree to guaranty it by the 


Court of fuch an Addrefs, for calling 
in their Allies, who may be alarm’d, 
tho’ otherwife inclinable to remain, 
if not our Friends, at leaft neutral ? 
The Addrefs, on the other Hand, mo- 
E ved for by the noble Nardac, anfwers 
every End that we can propofe by 
that mov’d for by the noble Hurgo;

It is 
true, that by this Right, we have a

Houfe may, in many Inftances, ex- 
ercife the fame Power with Regard to 
us. This isthe Foundation of that 
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juft Poife which fo excellently balances 
our‘Conftitution ; and I am appre- 
henfive, that if we, as a fingle Houfe 
of Senate, fhall fay im general, unli- 
mited Terms, that a// other Councils 
of the Nation are accountable to us, 
we fhall then appear to claim more 
than will be granted ; for that implies, 
that they are accountable to us, even 
for the Proceedings and Refolu- 
tions of their own Body.

On the 
Whole therefore it appears, that there was 
no Ground for fulpecting the Treaty of Ha-

ing prudently? Would this-have fpoken 
fat Attention to the Intereft of the Na- E as if any Nation ever carried a material 


tion? Certainly it would not; thofe who 
now recommend fuch a Meafitre would 
have condemned it then, and call’d fuch 
2s fhon'd have acted in fo cold and negli- 
gent 2 Manner toa fevere Account.—— 
Thefe are certainly fufficient Reafons to 
prove that a contrary Condu&& was not 
onty neither juft nor laudable, but really 
imprafticable; Reafons, which are con- 
firmed by the Sentiments of borh Houufes 
of Parliament at that Jundture, in their 
Addrefles of Feb. 18 and 19, 1726. 

As to the Charge of Aggrandizing the 
Power of France, and reducing that of the 
Emperor, by the Hanover Treaty, who- 
ever fhall confider this Matter candidly, 
and make a due Comparifon of Fads, will 
find that in reality it was the Emperor de- 
parted from the ancient Syftem, and by 
endcrvouring to ditrefs his old Allies, the 
Englijh and Dutch, in order to cajole his 
n-w sriend, obliged rhem to change their 
M-noer of afting towards him from the 
mere Principle or Self-Prefervation. If at 
the fame time thefe Sreps were taken, 
the C mts of enna and Madrid concert- 
ed aifo Meafures prejudicial co the Affaiss 


Tranquility of Europe, by maintaining 
fuch a Balance of Power as then was and 
always will be neceflary for that End. 
Thofe who are fo very angry with this 
Treaty of Hanover, and who .pretend to 
make it the Source of all our Misfortunes 
ought to have fhewn us what ill Confe- 
quences it had, and particularly how it 
weakened the Houle of Asffria, how it 
raifed the Power of the Houfe of Bourbon. 
Inftead of this they talk of the Expence 
it brought upon us, of the Troops we 
raifed, of the Fleets we fitted out, and of 
the Subfidies we paid to Foreign Princes ; 


Point without Trouble, without Expence. 
If we enrer’d into Negociations, it was in 
order to-defeat thofe of their Imperial and 
Catholic Majefties, which were calcula- 
ted for our Dzftru@ion. If we increas’d 
our Forces at home by way of Precaution, 
F fo did the Dutch, who were never knowa 
to take a Step of this Nature, when the 
Expence might be fpared. If we aéted 
vigoroufly in refpe& to the Offend Com- 
pany, fo did his moft Chriftian Majefty 
and the States General ; and fure it was 
as laudable in us to take Care of our 
Trade asinthem., _It it has indeed been 
faid, that the Offend Company concerned 
the Dutch more than ic did us ; which 
may be true, and yet it might concern us 
a great deal. Add to this, that fome 
of the Concefiions made by Spain, tho’ 
not immediately carried into Execution, 
H aff:Ged us much more than they did ei- 
ther the French or Datch; and therefore 
it behoved us to be as follicitous in ob- 
taining the Diffolution of that Company 
as they. Ail this Clamour therefare a- 
bout Expence is altogether groundie(s, 
uale!s it could have been fhewn that it 
was 
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was laid ovt to a bad Purpofe, or to no 
Purpofe at all. If any fhould affert 
the firft, Reafonand the Practice of our 
Neighbours fhew, that what we did was 
neceflary; to prove it juft, the King of 
Spain’s Authority, is not wanting, who 
befure the making of the Treaty of Vi- 
enna declared the Offend Company to be 
incompatible with the Treaties then fub- 
fitting ; and preffed by a Memorial pre- 
fented for that Purpofe, that we would 
ufe our Intereft to have it abolifhed. 


But as Succefs governs the Opinion of B 


the greateft Part of Mankind, let us con- 
fider whether the Hanover Alliance, and 
the Meafures taken in purfuance of it, 
an{wer'd the End propos’d or not. To 
this an eafy Solution might be given, by 
faying that Gibraltar is {till in our Hands, 
and the Trade of the Offend Company 
difcontinued. Thefe were the Ends for 
which the Treaty of Hanover was made, 
and not the humbling the Houfe of As- 
firia, as it is pretended, and the aggran- 
dizing of France, and thefe were the 
Ends it anfwer’d ; which fare were Na- 
tional Ends, and fuch as well deferve the 
Attention ofa Britifh Adminiftration. But 
inafmuch as many fevere Things have 
been faid on the Means made ufe of to 
bring thefe Ends about, it wiil be necef- 
fary to juftify them; which may be done 
with great Facility, fince all that has 
been advanced is the pure Effects of 
Spleen, and owes the little Appearance it 
has of Reafon to the ftrongeit Mifrepre- 
fentations. 

It is in the firft Place alleged, That a 
Squadron was fent into the Baltick for 
no other End than to induce the King of 
Sweden to accept of our Subfidy ; which 
is juft as true as what was faid at the very 
time concerning our Differences with the 
Emperor, that they were in part occae 
fioned by the Difficulties which were 
found in obtaining the Inveftiture of the 
Dutchies of Bremen and Verden ; whereas 
never any Difficulty occurred in that Af- 
fair, but the exorbitant Demands of che 
Imperial Chancery, which his late Ma- 
jetty did not chink proper to comply with. 
Our Fleet was fent ru the Baltick to pre- 
vent the Effz& of fome Neg ciation fer 
on foot in the North, for furthering the 
fecret Defigns of the Courts of Vienna and 
Madrid. Icall them fecret Defigns, be- 
caufe nothing appeared in the Treaties 
which were publifhed to rhe World, that 
needed the Support of the Alliances then 
fer on foot ; and as inthe Opinton of the 
Malecontent Patriots, his Impérial Ma- 
jetty had then the ablc{t Council in Europe, 


it could not be believed that all thefe 
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Movements were made to no Purpofe. 
Befides, fome of the Purpofes for which 
they were made had come to our Know- 
ledge, and appeared to deferve our ut- 
moit Concern. The Imperial Minifters 
made no Scruple of declaring, that their 
Mafter was upon the Point of looking up- 
on himfelf as releafed from his Guaranty 
of the Proteftant Succeflion ; which cars 
ried the greater Appsarance of Truth, 
confidering that the Agent of a certain 
Perfon was feen publickly at Vienna, and 
the Duke of Wharton was carréfs’d at an 
extraordinary Rate. Some People, indeed, 
make light of thefe Circumftances, that 
they might not feem to be the Motives 
which;induced the old Partizans of France 
in this Ifland to turn Zealots for the Houfe 
of Auffria all at once. 

The next thing fourd fault with is our

B dated at Cartagena Harbour, April 26. 

to his Grace the Duke of Newcaftle. ’ 


N the 1ft of April in the Evening,the F 
O Sailors,by the Admiral’s Direction, F 
made a Channel through the Enemy’s> 
funk Wrecks, by which the Bomb-Ket- 
ches were got in, and two Frigates to 
cover them, commanded by Capt. § 
Rentone and Capt. Roderick, andby ten 
next Morning (the 2d) the Bomb Ketches 
began to play upon the Town. The fame 
Evening another Channel was made 
through the Wrecks, to the Eaftward of 
D the Shoal that lay in the Mouth of the 

Harbour ; three of the Fire-fhips 
through that Channel, and were po 
to cover the Defcent ofthe Land- Forces 
at Texar de Gracias ; and they kept firing 
updn the Enemy where-ever they faw 
them endeavouring to intrench them 
E feives. On the 3d the Weymouth. Capt. 
Knowles, got through the Weftern Chan- 
nel, and the next Night pafled round the f 
Stioal to the Eaftern Part of the Harbour. 
The Cruizer got in at the othet Channel fF 
the 4th in the Evening; and the Admiral 
pofted them fo round the Eaftern Parts of F 
the Harbour, that their Fire fcour’d the 
Country all round, and drove about an 
hundred of the Enemy from a Breaft- 
work at the upper Ead of the Harbow, 
and the Weymouth’s Guns fcoured the

That Evening and the Day follow- Town ran too far off for any effeétual Ser= 


ing (the 6th) the Remainder of the eight 
Regiments, and of Bland’s and Lord 
Cavendifh’s, and two Battalions of the 
Americans, came on Shore, making in 
the. whole about 4000 Men; but they 
were oblig’d to lie three Nights upon 
their Arms for the Want of Tents and 
Tools, which could not be landed with 
them. The Troops growing. fickly, and 
the rainy Seafon approaching, which 
would not admit of the Time neceflary 
for railing a Cannon Battery, 
folved, in a Council of War, to attack 
St Lazar asfoon as might be, the E- 
nemy being daily throwing up newWorks; 
which Attack could not be made be- 
fore the oth, when about 1200 Men, un- 
der the Command of Brigadier General 
Guife, advanc’d to the Fort a little before 


Break of Day. They began the Attack C 


in rwo Places; the Grenadiers, who 
were the moft advanc’d, immediately 
entered the Enemy’s Works ; but the mott 
forward of them were almoft all killed ; 
andfrefhNumbers pouring uponthemfrom 
the Town, and the Enemy playing very 
briskly upon them Grape Shot,the Gene- 
ral was obliged to order a Retreat to coe 
ver which he directed a Referve of s00 


Men to advance; by which Means they 
retir’d without any farther Lofs, and car- 
ried off a great Part of the wounded Men. 


Onthis Attack upwards of 600 Men (Offie 
cers included) were killed or wounded. 
At the fame Time Sicknefs fell fo heavily 
upon the Troops, that near 500 Men fick- 


en’d or died by the 15th; amongft the ¢ 


former were almoft all the principal Offi- 
cers: Upon which the General called a 
Council of War, to whom it appeared} $ 
T:oops were fo far from being in aConditi- 
on to offend § Enemy, > they hadfcarce- 
ly Duty-Men fufficient for the ordinary 
Guards of the Camp, and many of them 
in a very languifhing Condition: Befides 
which, they were threaten’d with the 
Want of Water, all the Cifterns from 
which the Camp had been fupplied, being 
near exhaufted : in confequence of which 
it was refolveu, in a general Council of 
War, compofed of Sea and Land Officers, 
to reimbark the Troops, which was done 
the 16th in the Evening, without Lofs, 
The Spanijh Admiral’s Ship, the Ga- 
Ticia, was got to Caftillo Grande on the 
8th, and the Admiral fent fixty Car- 
penters on board her, to fit her for 
a Battery againft the Town. On the isch 
at Night, fhe was compleated,and pofted 


vice. She kept firing upon the Town 
from five in the Morning till near Twelve 
at Noon, and ftood the Fire of three 
Baftions, a Half-Moon, and a Ravelin, 
during that whole Time; but as the 
Admiral faw fhe could dono material 
* Service againft Stone-Walls, at that Dif 
tance, he fent Orders to Captain Hore, 
who commanded her, to cut and drive 
before the Sea Breeze, broadfide to the 
Enemy, as foon asthe Breeze was ftrong 


it was re- p enough, which was not till near Twelve, 


when they kept driving broadfide, and 
continued their Fire till they drove afhore 
onthe Shoal, where fhe foon fill’d with 
Water, having twenty-two Shot between 
Wind and Water, and would fGon have 
founder’d at her Anchors, if the Admiral 
had not order’d her off. Our Shells from 
the Bomb-ketches damag’d many of the 
Houfes, and fome of the Churches. The 
Houfes were alfo pretty much fhatter’d 
by the cannonading from the Galicia, 
though fhe was not near enough to batter 
the Walls, and therefore fhor over them 
into the Town. 

The Sea Officers and Sailors have been 
employed in getting out the Mafts from 
fome of the funk Spanifh Ships, in which 
they fucceeded fo as to have fupplied with 
good low Mafts, all thofe Ships thar had 
them fhatter’d and render’d unfervice- 
able in the cannonading of Boccachica 
Caftle ; and they got Anchors and fome 
Cables out of thefe Wrecks, to repair 
the Lofs of many in the Road where we 
had lien without the Harbour ; fo that by 
thefe feafonable Helps the Fleet will have 
been pretty well repair’d, and the Ships 
in good fecureCondition for proceeding to 
Sea again. General Councils of War were 
held the 23d and 24th, the Refolutions 
of which were for returning to Jamaica. 

Under the Direction of Capt. Knowles 
the entire Demolition of Caftille Grande, 
was completed the 2sth, which took 
up the more Time, from the great Thick- 
nefs of the Walls and Strength of the Ce- 
ment ; but it is effectually demolifhed at

M. Poiatis, like Drake, propofed 
the Scheme, and the Expedition was firlt 
undertaken at the Charge of a private 
Subfcription, which not amounting to a 


fufficient Sum, the King of France lent C 


fome Ships and Forces, and :ecom.nend- 
ed the Affair to M. Du Caffe, Governor of 
St Domingo, who brought with him the 
Buccaniers. The Narration proceeds in 
this Manner. ] 


W.E came bef.re Cartagena April 13. 


on the 1gth landed in the Waod D 


near Bocca chica, without Oppofition. 
The Negroes cut a Paflage thro’ it, while 
five Ships with Cannon and Bombs play’d 
upor the Caftle. 

On the 16th, having taken a Peryauger 
with feveral Men and two Friars in it, 
our Troops were ordered to pafs before 


the Friars, file off unfeen, through the E 


Woods, and repafs to make their Num- 
bers appear formidable. Our Ammuni- 
tion, Artillery, and Mortars, being alfo 
fhewn, one of the Friars was fent to the 
Governor with an Offer of honourable 
Terms. He anfwered, that when he 
was reduced to the Condition of Capitu- 
lating, he would accept of the Propofals. 
Some of our Men having lodged them- 
feives accidentally at the Foor of rhe 
Counterfcarp, which, not being cur flo 
ing, afforded Shelter from the Fire of the 
Ramparts, and cther Detachments having 
potted themfelves in the fame manner, 
and the fcaling Laddezs being brought, the 
dehieged defired tq capitulate, and the 
Caitle was furrendered. In this A€tion 
we loft s0, and the Spaniards 90 Men 
out of 3-0, of which rhe Garrifon con- 

ted, the reft being made Prifiners' of 
War. 

Ona the 17th we reimbarked our Am- 
munition aad Proviiion, and began to 
worlk our Ships into the Lake. The 
Vorees proceeded by Land crofs Terra 
Bomba, and round by the Neck ef marfhy

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Grourd to Caftile Grand, thew called 
Fort St Croix, @ the Spaniards deferted, 
having carried off their Cannon, Leave 
ing a Serjeant and 20 Men there, we ape 
proached Cartagena on that Side, pro 
ceeding on the Neck »t Land, and on che 
18th ac Night, fene fome of our Engi 
neers to examine the Situation. They 
found only a fmali fandy Space environe 
ing the Front of the great Battion, called 
St Domingo; on one Side the Water of 
the Marfh reached the Wail, on the o- 
ther the Sea came upto the Foot of the 
Baftion, between which the Land was 
not above 20 Fathom over, and expofed 
to the Fire of 3 Baftions, befides, being 
fandy, there was no finking two Foot 
deep without being in Water. So that 
we concluded not to make any Attempt 
on that Side, except fummoning the Goe 
vernor, who arif{wered, tinat he was better 
able to: defend him(elf than we to attack 


im. 
On the toth we crofled the Lake, our 
Ships being got in, and landed, by the Die 
rection of fome Prifouers; in a Wood, 
where we found the 650 Buccaniers, who 
had been fent to fecure Notre dame de la 
ope, which was enrirely abandoned, and 
y thefe Means all Communication by 
Land was cut off from Cartagena. The 
Wood where we landed was by the Foot 
of the Eminence on which Fort St Lazare 
was fituated, and we found it impuilible to 
advance one Srep nearer the City without 
getting pofleffion of that Poft. This little 
Hill is detended by a natural Giacis very 
ftecp, and covered with Shrub-wood exe 
tremely thick, which runs tothe Fvot of 
the Wall ; but we difcovered by fending 
two Negroes thro’ the Wocd at Night, 
that there was nv Ditch, and that the Hill 
was level a Tup. We imagined that 
the Fort took up the whole Plain, 
but the next Day we faw from a neigh- 
bouring Height, chat it extended farther 
to the Right. We, therefore, immedi- 
ately began to cur our Way through the 
Wood, and fooner than Expectation 
gained the Top of the Hill, and arrived 
at the Foot of the Fort ; but the Encmy 
retired before they were attack’d. And 
thus we got Poffeflion of this important 
Pott, having only 9 killed and wounded. 
We now extended to St Lazare Chapel, 
within a fmatl Musket Shot of rhe City, 
on one Side of us were feveral lirtle Ca- 
nals, having a Gmmunication with the 
Lake, and on the other a high chick Wall, 
which, with the Trees, concealed us from 
the Odfervation of the Enemy. In the 
mean Time the Ships approached the 
Town in the Moining, and two of them 
began 
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nto Fire, but were obliged, after 
eeelerable Damage, to get off in the 
Evening, but one returned in the Morn- 
ing of the 21{t to the Charge. 

Abi Hands were now employed, the 
Soldiers making Fafcines and Gabions, and 
the Seamen in — the Artillery, in 
drawing of which the Negroes were 
very heipful to us, he Buccaniers abfo- 
lutely refafing to aflift us. The Soldiers 
were obliged to be at the fame Time up- 
on Guard and at Work, quitting their 
Tools, and running to their Arms, which 
lay by them, on che firft Beat of the Drum, 
But our Camp was every where inaccef- 
fible, except towards the City. Our Ge- 
netal De Pointis was this Day wounded, 
and the Management of the Siege was 
entrufted to Vice Admiral Levy, who was 
by no Means unequal to the Charge, he 
had been indefatigable all along, negleét- 
ful of his Reft, and Meals, and ready at 
Expedients. 

The Vifcount de Coetlogon, Rear Admi- 
ral, had the Guard of the Battery of five 
Cannons of twelve and eighteen Poune 
ders, which he raifed at the Foot of Fort 
St Lazare; in which Fort we had got 
mounted feven Pieces of twelve, eight 
and fix, that terribly fhatter’d the Baiti- 
ons of the Place. Captain Mornay was 
in the Fort with his Ship’s Company ; 
the Chevalier De la Motte a’ Heran, took 
upon him the Care of a great Battery of 
nine Guns upon the fame Eminency with 
the Fort, but more to the right. La Morte 
Michel, had the Charge of that we calied 
The Royal Battery, confifting of tix Pieces 
of thirty fix and cwenty four, planted fx- 
ty Fathoms diftant from the Gate, and de- 
Sened to make the Breach: Gembcud 
played the Mortars, which he had becn 
exercis’d in from his Youth, and never a- 
ny did better Execution than thefe ; for 
as foon as they began to play the Place 
was on fire in fevera) Parts at once; the 
Galliot was at work on her Side, bug the 
Bombs fhe fpent the firft Days, were of 
little or no Effet. 
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Enemies Fire, which had been always ve- 
ry moderate, began to flacken, our Bombs 
and Cannon having di{mounted feveral of 
their Pieces, 

On the 29th in che Morning the Wall 
began to totter, and in the Evening the 
Front of the Rampart fell down, epon 
which we entertained fome Thoughts of 
an Affuult. But the Chevalier de Pointis 
palling in the Night up to the Arm-pits 
in Water thro’ the Marth, over which lay 


B the Cautey and Bridge thar make the 


Communication with the City, view’d 
the Breach, and it could not yet be mounted 
without Ladders. The Cnevalies de Fer- 
riere, Captain of a Firefhip, who on Land 
commanded a Brigade ot Engineers, being 
fent to view the wooden Bridge, whi 

the Enemy had attempted to blow up, by 
running a Peryauger tull of Gan-powder 
under it, found it not altogether unfere 
viceable, but the Gate beyond it, which 
we imagined had been beat down, was 
songly terrafs’d on the infide. Thele 
Reafons joined with the Gabions, Fafcines, 
crc. not being in Readinefs, made us 
delay the Affault. Qn the 29th three of 
our ships got wichin Cannon Shot of the 
City, and began to play; but as they on- 
ly reach’d the Tops of the Houfes, withe 
out filencing the Battions, they were or 
bliged to deiift. The Order of the AG 
fault being regulated, which was intend 
ed to be given the next Day; the Gener 
ral De Pointis was informed that the 
Breach was paffable, and that the Enee 
my were throwing up a Retrenchment 
behind, he did not think it proper to al- 
low them Time to finifh their Work, and 
the neceflary Difpotitions being diredily 
made, we approached to the Breach. 
But moft of the Officers, hurried on with 
too much Ardor, advanced before the 
Troops, without odferving how they were 
followed, and began the Affau!e Sword 
in Hand. The Chevalier De Pointis firlt 
mounted the Breach, and was immediate- 
ly joined by Gougon, Faucourt, Marolles, 
Daye, Vignancourt, Montrofier, Du Rollin, 


The 22d, 23d, and 24th, were likewife G Vanjoux, young Marolles, Marigny, Foue 


imployed in bringing up t»e Cannon. We 
having raiftd two imail Pieces on the 
Top of the Chapel of St Lazare, the E- 
pata by their Fire rendered the ‘oft un- 
tenable, but we brougiit of our Cannon 
with the Lofs or 10 Men. Inthe Even- 
ing we upened tice ['rench below the 
Chapei of st Lazare, and we advanced :t 
that Night 22 Farnoms, which w.sas far 
a5 was n cefla y tor attacking the City 
Gate. On che 28rh, after incredible Fa- 
tigus, having br aghe all our Guns into 
Batteries, they began to play, and the

He wasat the Head of 
20 Voluntiers, who firing upon fome of 
the Enemy, that had much annoy’d us 
on the Bridge with their Shot’ from the 
Ramparts, forced them to follow thofe 
who were driven from the Platform, 
Frankin, Captain of the Grenadiers, tho’ 
his Arm was broke, mounted the Breach, 
but his Strength failing him, he was oe 
bliged to be carried off ; as was the Mae 
jor General, being wounded in the Neck 
y a Musket Ball. 

The Enemy being pufhed from Baftion 
fo Baftion, were at laft driven to the 
Caufey of Communication between that 
Part of the City called Hieman?, and the 
other called by the general Name of Care 
tagena. The cowardly Buccaniers, to 
exempt themfelves from the Attack of 
the Breach, refolved to line the Hedge 
over-againft the Ramparts, not perceiv- 
ing, po as they were much expofed to 
the Fire of the Enemy, the Part they 
chofe out of Fear was more dangerous 
than that they endeavoured to avoid: But 
they at laft had the Courage to enter the 
Breach, when they imagined the Bufi- 
neis was almoftover; yet they happened 
to be miftaken. For the Governor hae 
ving refufed thofe who were driven to the 
Caufey Admittance into Cartagena, until 
they had again atracked us, they, urged 
by Neceflity, faced about, and, ina tu- 
multuous noify manner,! charged us 
at the Head of the e 
ends at the Caufey: We had juft begun 


to caft up a Retrenchment here, and our 
Troops being furprifed, retreated under 
Shelter of the Houfes; and Vignancourt, 
the Chevalier de Pointis, Gougon, and 
Faucourt, at the Head of a few Grena- 


diers, fuftained the Shock. Our Men 
foon recovering their Spirits and Order, 
returned quickly tothe Charge, and made 
'agreat Siaughter of the Enemy; one 
hundred and hifty being found next Day 
upon the Caufey pierc’d with Bayonets, 
befidesthofe who went off wounded. In this 
A&tion the Vifcount Coetlogon received a 


{light Wound in his Shoulder by a Musket G 


Ball, Luc being feiz’d with a malignant 
Fever, he died ; here too, the brave Che- 
valier de Pointis fell, after having efcap’d 
fo many Dangers ; the Marquis de Bourg 
was hurt in his Face, St Amant in his 
Side, and many other Officers received

wounded. . 

The Enemy being again repulfed, were 
received into Cartagena. We fecured our 
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{elves from Surprizes in Hiemani, by caft 
ing up Recrencliaients at all the Avce 
nues.

became infectious, and 800 Men were 
feized in fix Days Time with a contagious 
Diftemper, of whom the greateft Part 
died, and the Malady daily. increafed. 
All the Ideas of Triumph asd Treafures 
were effaced by Sicknefs and Mortality ; 
and if the Rigour of the Diftemper had 
continued, we mutt have been inevitably 
ruined. But, as Misfortunes feldom come 
fingle, it no fooner. abated than we were 
difturbed with inteftine Animofities. Thefe 

roceeded from the Diflatisfaction of the 

uccaniers with their Share of the Bucty, 
which amounted to 4,000 Crowns. Af- 
ter all Endeavours, ufed in vain, to pre- 
vent them, they, when we were fai.ing 
from the Harbour of Cartagena, June 1, 
returned, and, contrary to the Capitula- 
tion, pillaged the Town. The Treafures we 
acquired in this Expedition amounted to 
8 Million of Livres, and Jewels to the Va- 
lue of one Million. 

Notwithftanding the Sieur de Pointis 
was fo victorious, and brought home fo 
much Treafure ; notwithftanding he had 
the good Fortune to get away almoft mi- 
raculoufly from three Englifh Squadrons ; 
the firft of 28 Sail, commanded by Ad- 
miral Newill, whiclvhe fell in with foon 
after he left Cartagena, purfued him fe- 
veral Days, when he had but ten Sail 
with him. The fecond confifting of 8 Sail, 
hefaw at St. Fohns, Newfoundiand, un- 
der Commodore Norris, to whom he of: 
fered Battle, when he had but ¢ Sail lefe, 
and that Commander was cenfured by a 2 
moft auguft Affembly for not fighting.

eight other Ships. . He attacked and took B 
the Caftie of Bocca Ghica, within 2 Miles 
of Cartagena, with the Lofs, of 16 Sloops, 
3 Bomb-Galliots, and 2009 Men, having 
been repuifed no lefs than 4 Times... Ic 
was faid there were 10000 Men in .the 
Town well a:m’d, and.as well. provided 
with Ammunition. There were feveral 


Forts befides the former which i Sa 


his Progrefs, fo that it was 17 Days 
fore the Town capitulated. Ths French 
loft 54 of their Officers, 100 Soldiers, and 
zoo Buccaniers beiore the Town. 
Equipping their Squadron, as the French 
themfelves owned, coft a Millien. and 
a half of Livres. . The Fort St Lazar, 
the Fort on the Bridge, and the Upper 


Town, were taken by Storm ; and when 


the Garrifon of the Lower Town march- 
ed out with their Arms, ¢c. they were 
1800 ftrong. The Inhabitants having had 
Warning, were fled with their beft Ef- 
feéts into the Country, fo that the French 
lunder’d the-Churches, becaufe theTown 
ad not Treafures enough to anfwer E 
their Demands. It was. faid that he. in- 
tended to have kept Poffeilion of Carta- 
gena, and had appointed his Officers and 


‘Soldiers for that End, but.was prevented 


by a great Mortality among his, Mea, 
that obliged him to abandon it. Fume 1, 
when he returned for Europe with his 
Sgquadren much fhatter’d, and his Men 
{y fickly, that when they came to their 
own Coaft they were forced to perform 
Quarantine, The Admiral loft above 
halfhis Men in this Expedition ; the Num- 
er he brought back being only 2000, out 
of 4800, and of thofe, 800 were immedi- 
ately put into the Hofpital at Brejt. 
[Tho’ the Account inferted from p. 306 
to 310, of the Strength which the Sieur 
Pointis brought before Cartagena, and 
the Refiftance he met with there, is 
chiefly taken from his own Relation, 
we cannot conceive it fo wide of Truth 
as the firit Paragraph of the above Re- H 
view makes it.
